ir is from one point of view gratifying to find the support 
accorded at Leeds last Sunday to what Mr. GoLDRERG called THe 
JEWISH CHRONICLE policy. From the wider aspect it is discouraging 
to tind that it is necessary to provide another name for what is 
just true Zionism. whic h we have endeavoured to keep before our 
readers clear of the “ pseudosities ’ (if the word is permissible) to 
which it is constantly subjected. We believe that Zionism, Jewish 
Nationalisin, is winning through. Thus the absurd proposal for a 
Jewish Agency under the Mandate, composed in larger part 
of those who regard that document as the proverbial scrap 
of paper, and tie themselves to its negation, the “ Samuel- 
Churchill Memorandum,” is now being dropped. © Zionists realise 
that if is impossible to build up a Jewish National Home 
on philanthropy. Indeed, one of the objects of the Zionist; 
Movement was precisely to urge that philanthropy was a broken 
reed upon which to rely when if came to the question of making 
some contribution to the solution of the Jewish problem. In the 
meantime it is clear that Lord PLUMER regards the chief purpose 
of the Mandate as a very negligible item, at least judging from the 
cavalier manner in which he dismissed the representations of the 
Vaad Leumi concerning Jewish defence in the country. Yet it is 
as well to remind him that the Supreme Court of Justice has 
declared that the Mandate is Law. 


Irreligious ‘* Religion.” | 
THE letter we print this week from Dr. SALIS. DAIcHES merits 
very close attention as a contribution to the discussion that has 
been proceeding recently in reference to “Liberal” Judaism. The 
learned Rabbi points out, and it seems to us with irresistible force, 
that the attitude adopted by “Liberal” Judaism, as propounded by 
its founder in this country, is the negation of Religion. It is 
indefinite, as anythidg wmiust be that is dependent upon 
individual opinion, which, in the nature of things, must, for the 
most part, resolve itself into personal idiosynerasy. The essential 
characteristic of Religion is detinite belief; how ‘can there be that 
with a system that recognises no law save. what is momentarily 
opportune, and moreover is so because suitable to the whim of this 
or that adherent? The Rock, and not what Dr. Dalcues terms the 
“shifting sand,” typiftes Religion. It may be—we confess it is so— 
that, as the “Liberals” never tire of reminding us, those who are 
supporters of the “Old Paths” are frequently negligent of the 
demands of Jewish law, are also religiously opportunist an? go, in 
‘theis religious observance, as they Put there is surely all 


the difference in the world between the recalcitrance and neglect of 
individual Jews and the raising of those failings into actual virtues 
And that is what “Liberal” Judaism in effect does. The matteg 
was put very tersely and yet very clearly at a meeting a week or tw@ 
ago of Orthodox Rabbis in America, where the “slogan” was sugé 
gested: “Not the vote but the Din.’ To be sure, like all “ slogans," 
the legend can be carried too far, because Judaism is progressiv@ 
and its expansion and development depend upon what have alway 
determined them—the “yote” of the majority of those who from 
time to time fix its onward march. But then it is the “vote” @ 
recognised authority, and is invariably in itself based upon tradi- 
tional practice and the principles of law. It is a broadening down 
from precedent to precedent and not a constant diversion unders- 
faken without reference to either tradition or principle. Theré 
aire other points in the letter to which we allude that are no less 
sound both on the seore of Religion and of Logic; but the one wé 
have ventured to stress seems to us of vital importance when wé 
come to consider the right of “Liberal” Judaism to the place ib 
claims in Jewish thought and teaching.

"Ware Perverters 


Over columns last week and again this report a condition of 
uuparalleled wretchedness and misery in which Jews in Poland are 
placed. To say they are starving and hungry is to describe thag 
condition so mildly as to convey scarcely anything of their appalling 
state. For hunger brings in its. train so many terrible evils that f¥ 
is no exaggeration to say that the least merciless is an epidemic of 
typhus that will kill the victims wholesale. The Joint Distribution 
Committee of America, with commendable promptitude, and in 
obedience to that spirit of beneticence and lovingkindness sé 
characteristic of them, have taken the matter, so far as they can, itt 
hand, for the purpose of relieving some of the worst of the trouble, 
But what can be done by such means must be comparatively little 
unless the general economic conditions of Central Europe change 
considerably. The Perverters, however, always on the watch for 
our people in stress and helplessness, have not been slow to take 
advantage of the situation, and prepare an added anguish for thosé 
so deeply afflicted brethren of ours. Arrangements are being made 
by these snatchers of Jewish souls on a lavish scale, and on inter. 
national lines, to take measures which shall “ mark the opening of 
a new Era in Christian Work among Jews,’ with Central Europe ag 
its immediate objective. That announcement, perhaps, conveyg 
more surely and graphically than anything else that could be said, 
the desperate position of our people to which we have alluded, 
For it is yi proportion to Jewish helplessness that Perverters always 
measure the possibilities of any effort they may undertake. Now, 
to argue with these utterly mistaken bigots who think that in their 
own creed is the only way .to salvation, were, we know, futile, 
They have exalted their mean obsession to a religious belief abou$ 
which they are quite incapable of reasoning. Cannot, however, 
something be done by Jews to shield thety sorely stricken brethren 
from the spiritual raid that threatens them? What the Joint 
Distribution Committee is doing will help to counter the Missionary 
devices, but more is needed, and we suggest that some organisation 
should charge itself with the task of warning the Jews of Central 
Europe of what is in contemplation for them, and helping them to 
resist if. Perhaps the B'nai B’rith—a branch of which was, we 
are gratified to obserye, opened by the President, Dr. SAMUEL 
DAicHEs, in Leeds last week—might consider the matter with a 
view to undertaking the work, for coping with which it certainly 


has the necessary machinery at hand,

The Future of Reform.

HE advent to these shores of Rabbi Dr. Jocl Blau and his 
assumption of the pulpit at Upper Berkeley Street, opens 
up an important question. It is one that has been dis. 
cussed before he came among us—long before be was 

thought of in his present position. I mean the problem of the future 
of Reform Judaism in this country. And first I would ask, bas it 
any future at all? Ehave more than once denominated the Con- 
gregation as the Communal mule that has produced nothing. © Is 
titan unduly hard saying? For close on a century that it has been in 
existence, the influence it has exerted on Anglo-Jewry has been of 
the very least. Members are wont to claim otherwise, and to point 
to this or that custom that the Synagogue initiated, which is now 
generally accorded with, or at least does not provoke the hostility rf 
once did. The stupid ban to which members of the Synagogue 
were subjected when it was founded has become the more 
ridiculous when we find the chief Communal Offices held hy 
Reformers! But then anything so nonsensical as that ban was 
hound to have its “revenge” on the people who tmplemented if, 
Narrow-minded bigotry, though associated with the splendid plrilaan- 
thropy of Sir Moses Montefiore, was bound to find its level, and that 
a pretty low one. 


No; the Reform Synagogue stood for certain well-ascertainable 
principles which were, to some extent, opposed to Orthodoxy. And 
it has done virtually nothing to propagate them. I think I aim 
correct in saying that, besides the building in Upper Berkeley 
Street, there are only two Synagogues—one at Bradford and one at 
Manchester—that house Reform Congregations. Personally 1 do 
not make this a matter for complaint, because my preference 
is, On the whole, for the Old Paths. But who will denv that 
there was much good in those things for which Reform in this 
blessed land of ours was instifuted? And I feel very strongly 
that the Reform congrevation. instead of holding itself aloof in 
self-satified complacency, from Anglo-Jewry, could have done much 
better by getting Orthodox congregations to adopt some of the 
things which, although regarded as Reform, are really in. full 
consonance with Traditiona! Judaism.

For instance, [ cannot see for the life of me why the French Chief 
Rabbi allows an organ in his synagegue, and the Chief Rabbi 
of the British Empire will not. Can music be placed to better use 
than the Glory of God, and the uplifting of man’s soul ? 
why does the Chief Rabbi of

It would not be at all difficult to construct a whole catalogue on the 
same lines; one item would be why the sitting of males and females 
together during service is verboten as the last word in “ New 
‘ath ” Judaism, while the singing of males and females in choir is 
allowed. These are things which, as Lord Dandreary, I think it 
was, used to say, no fellow can possibly understand ! 


Well, it Upper Berkeley Street had been a live spark instead of a 
mere ember, it would have placed these matters before 
its fellow-Jews, and at least “paused for a reply.’ But 
it has not done so. Instead, it has, during the last score 
or more of years, carried on a flirtation with Liberal” Judaisin 
under the entirely wrong impression that .Hill Street (now 
“opposite Lords”) was a development of, Reform Judaism. Of 
course, if is nothing of the kind, and the sole nexus between the 
two is Mr. Claude Montetiore, who, for bis purposes, about which 
there can be no mistaking, dealt severe damage upon Upper 
Berkeley Street (on the Council of which he remains a member) by 
founding the “ Liberal” Synagogue. One result of this fundamental 
error has been the fright ‘or the jealousy) which has seized Mr. 
Montetiore’s colleagues—and which, L doubt not, he has encouraged 
—as they saw the prosperity of what they regarded as a rival con- 
gregation. And so they have in all sorts of things followed the 
“Liberals” instead of influencing the Orthodox. Thus, Reform 
Judaism in this country has taken up, not alone a futile, but a some- 
what mean, position. It would haye been more marked, ef that 
there can be no doubt, had not the Rey. Morris Joseph on many 
occasions exercised a restraining hand.

He is Vice-President of 
the Adult Educational Seciety, the President of which, Lord Haldane, 
has reviewed more than one of Professor Laski's works. The Professor 
is the younger brother of Mr. Neviile J. Laski, the Barrister, and their 
father, the much-respected communal leader, it is interesting to add, was 
presented with the proud news of his son’s appointment when he arrived 
back in Manchester a few days ago from his forty-seeond business journey 
to India.’

Obituary. 


Sin SIDNEY LEE, 

The death occurred on Wednesday of Sir Sidney Lec, the famous 
Shakespearean scholar and biographer, at the age ofsixty-six. The deceased, 
who, in addition to a number of works on Shakespeare, was the author of 
an authoritative Life of Queen Victoria, was, at the time of his death, 
engaged on a biography of King Edward, the first volume of which was 
published last year and reviewed in THE Jewish CHRONICLE, He was 
for cleven vears Professor of English Language and Literature in the 
University of London, and also held lecturestips at Oxford, Cambridge, 
the Lowell Institute in Boston, U.S,A., and at the Royal Institution, He 
was atrustee of the National Gallery, a Fellow of the British Academy, 
and President (in 1917) of the English Association. Hie was knighted in 
1911. The deccased edited the Dictionary of National Biography between 
and 1917. He was unmarried, and was born with the name of 
Lazarus. One of his carliest contributions to contemporary literature Was 
his history, published in THE JeWisH CHRONICLE, of the Home for 
Converted Jews, which was established, in medieval times, in the 
neighbourhood of Chancery Lane.

Sir.—'The leaders of “ biberal " Judaism in this country have of tate 


become rather bold. They have ceased to be apologetic, and have 
wsumed an attitude of agdression. Having satisfied themselyes that 
theirs is the true faith, they have begun a campaign of propaganda 


whereby our community is to be saved from “spiritual decay,” and the 
modern “ materialists " are to be convinced of the “ truths of Judaism” 
and placed again in possession of their “ spiritual inheritance.” Indeed, we 
were recently told by one of the exponents of the new © faith,” the Hon. Miss 
Lily Montagu, that “the number of our witnesses, the direct descendants 
of the ancient Kingdom of Priests, may dwindle unless a great and 
united effort is made to revitalise the faith.” This conversionist zeal Is to 
find expression in an international Conference in London and in a new 
campaign in the Provinces, where “Jewish life must remain starved 
until the * Liberal’ comes.” The campaign is all the more 
necessary, according ‘to Miss Montagu, because this lady's “diberal” 
correspondents have told her that “ the children of the orthodox are not 
being consciously helped by religion at allin the conduct of their lives,” 
and that Zionism “is purely a political faith, and has no religious, indeed 
no theistic, basis at all.” (JEWISH CHRONICLE, February 5th, p. 19). 

Miss Montagu would undoubtedly be startled if anyone were to 
challenge her right to call * Liberal” Judaism a “ faith,” or if the assertion 
were that the “Jewish Religious Union” -is neither Jewish nor 
religious. But in view of the persistent way in which she and her friends 
are harping on the superiority of their “ Religion,” it seems necessary to 
point out that a “faith” which denies all the essential doctrines of historic 
Judaism, and has not adopted the teachings of any other religious system, 
would have to prove its claim to be called a “ Religion,” and to disprove 
its faithlessness, before it can claim to make any converts to Religion. 
The “spiritual inheritance” of Isracl is the Torah, the divine origin and 
binding authority of which has been regarded by the exponents of Judaism 
throughout the ages as its very foundation. ~ Liberal” 
openly and deliberately destroyed this foundation. 
have it leaders provided for their “ Religion”? 

Some seventece years ago Mr. Claude Montefiore issued a Manifesto, 
in which he declared that the promoters of “ Liberal” Judaism “ have no 
erced and shall have none He placed “ Reason and Conscience " above 
all positive religious teachings. “ What reason and conscience tell us to 
be true, that only can we accept,” he declared.” It was on this basis that 
the new * edifice was reared. ‘To be consistent, Mr. Montefiore 
and his followers would have to leave it to every man and woman to 
follow the postulates of their own reasoning and the dictates of their own 
conscience in everything they do, and to decide for themselves what ts

is in reality a negation of Judaism's main truths” 

It is dificult to imagine anything more meaningless and. self. 
contradictory than Miss Montagu’s lament over “the number of our 
witnesses dwindling,” when it is realised that the main fact to which 
Isracl has been made a witness, viz., the revelation at Sinai,is clearly 
denied by the “ Liberals” and declared by them to be of no account, Jt 
is equally absurd to refer to the.“ direct descendants of the ancient King. 
dom of Priests,” when the conditions that accompanied the bestowal of 
this distinction upon our people (“if ye will hearken unto My voice indeed 
and keep My covenant,” etc.), has been dismissed, and is being treated as 
obsolete, 

Again, if it is contended that the children of Jewish parents who 
maintain their allegiance to the Terah— orthodox parents—-are “ not con- 
sciously helped by religion at all in’ the conduct of their lives,” how are 
the children of those parents whose only anthority is “ their reason and 
their conscience " to be helped. by “ religion,” either consciously or uncon. 
sciously ®. And how are the spiritually “starved” to be fed and satisfies! 
by a “faith” which is admittedly only temporary and personal—its 
founder having openly admitted the possibility, or probability, that a 
future generation would come to different conclusions’ Can an inspiring 
religious system be built on the shifting sands of personal opinions and 
vague assumptions scarcely entitled to be called “ beliefs” ° 

Is there a single new idea in the “Liberal” doctrines that can be 
described as genuinely Jewish or as positively religious’ No theology can 
be based on mere negation. Nor does morality, based on “ conscience,” 
require a temple or a rabbi, 1t is even difficult to understand the meanin{s 
of prayer’’ and divine service as practised or conducted in the new 
temple, when the power worshipped is so undefined, when God's relation 
to man is unknown, and is devoid of the historic basis which all positive 
religious systems provide. Even the fond belief of the Christian mission. 
aries that the ** Liberal’’ Synagogue is a stepping-stone to the Church 
scems to be devoid of foundation. For Christianity is a positive religion,

Jewish Hospital.— The annual meeting of subseribers was held last 
Sunday. Mr. Nathan Laski, J.P., who presided, in moving the adoption 
of the annual report, extended a welcome to Sir Robert Peacock, the 
Chief Constable, and to the Chief of the Fire Brigade. He said it was 
very gratifying that the Manchester Police had contributed a sum of £50 
and had a bed dedicated in the Hospital in their name. Ht showed they 
well appreciated the good work done at the Hospital. The Salford 
Corporation had contributed £100 and the Manchester Board of Guardians 
£25; while the Manchester Corporation had always shown , its high 
appreciation. He made special mention of the assistance rendered by the 
Aid Societies, and particularly of that of South Manchester: It was 
intended to open the new Nurses’ Home on May 4th, and as a sum of 
£5,000 was still required for the Home, the Board had arranged to have a 
campaign and a Flag Day to endeavour to raise that amount. He appealed 
for the practical support of the whole community and of the citizens of 
Manchester generally. The Ear) of Derby had consented to perform the 
opening eeremony. The Board, said the Chairman, cratefully appreciated 
the work performed by the honorary-medical staff, the matron, sisters and 
nurses and the resident medical officer, Dr. Blain: — In conclusion, he 
appealed for further financial support in order to make the Hospital an 
efficient and mode) institution. 

_Mr. R. Barrow-Sicree, in seconding the motion, said that the Hospital 
was a tribute of the local Jewish community to the citizens of Manchester. 
Its doors were opened to every sect and creed. There was a deficit of 
£263 on the year’s working. The income was £6,227, an increase of £750 
on that of the previous year. Sinee the establishment of the Hospital no 
less a sum than £8,000 had been collected in pence from the poorer 
classes. The Board was deeply indebted to Miss Freeman, who was 
instrumenta! in in those collections, and whe supervised the work of the 
weekly collectors. There was aiso an increase of payments made by the 
patients. 

Councillor Matthewson Watson, J.P., in supporting the motion, said 
that he highly appreciated the splendid work done by the Hospital and 
congratulated the Chairman and the Board of Management on its efficiency. 
The system of collecting from employees deserved every encouragement. 
He was in favour of one organisation for both the Hospital Saturday and 
Konday Fands. 

The motion was carried unanimously. 

Mr. Emanuel Nove moved the re-election of the honorary officers, the 
election of Mr. Joseph Mycrs as one of the vice-presidents, and of Mr. D. 
Kostoris as honorary superintendent. 

the motion was seconded by Mr. lL. Rosenberg. and adopted. 

Mr. Dan Kostoris responded on behalf of the Board of Management. 

Major Neville Blond (Hon. Secretary) moved that thanks be tendered 
to the honorary medical staff for their services. The Board, he said, 
frequently received letters from patients expressing their gratitude for 
the sare and attention they received during their tilness. The motion 
was seconded by Mr. B. Balaban, and supported by Rabbi Dr. Salomon and 
Mr. R. Berg. 

Dr. R. Kerr responded, and characterised the Hospital as a unique 
institution. He knew of no other hospital where the patients were so 
well treated and so well fed. 


Mr. Nathan Robinson moved, and Mr. A. M. Sandler, J.P., seconded, 


a vole of thanks to the Victoria Aid and Dorcas Societies, the Governors 
and the Honorary Collectors. Mr. Rufus H, Lewis responded. 

Thanks were accorded to the Chairman, on the motion of Mr. Henry 
Cohen, seconded by Mr. J. Taylor and supported by Mr. I. Cansino. 

Sir Robert Peacock sail he had known the Chairman for thirty-eight 
years, and recognised his valnable services not only to the Jewish 
community but to the city of Manchester. The police force highly 
appreciated the work of the hospital, and intended contributing the sum 
of £450 annually. He himself had observed the skill and attention shown 
by the doctors and nurses. 

‘The Chairman, in reply, said that the central problem of their future 
was finaflce. They needed more money for the equipment of their Nurses’ 
Home, and for the proper maintenance of their mstitnation. They wanted 
to make that hospital equal to any in Manchester, and a mode) of what a 
hospital should be. The poor man’s shilling was just as vital a part of 
their income as the rich geeesty legacy. In providing their nurses with 
accommodation in which there would be an atmosphere of home, they 
were taking a great step forward. . Contented nurses meant an efficient 
hospital, and an efficient hospital meant a vital reduction in the suffering 
and the pain inflicted upon humanity. Mr. Laski, in conclusion, paid a 
tribute to the splendid work of the Vice-President, Mrs. D. Quas-Cohen : 
the Treasurer, Mr. Barrow-Sicree ; and the Committee of the Board of 
Management. 

Prior to the meeting, the Rev. P. R. Pereira, B.A., consecrated a bead 
dedicated by Sir Robert Peacock on behalf of the City Police and the 
Fire Brigade. 

The Chairman welcomed the members of the Police and Fire 
Brigade, and thanked them, on behalf of the Board of Management, for 
their generosity. 

The monthly meetings of the Executive, House and Finance Com- 
mittees and the Board of Management were held last week at the Hospital.

CCCXXXII.—The Sanctity of Human Life. 


MY DEAR COUSIN, 


The Idea of Progress is a topic much discussed in these days. 
there has been material progress is generally admitted 
more comfortable age than those that have gone before. But morally” 
Some there are who hold that in conduct, whether personal or national, 
we are no better and no worse than our forbears; others maintain that, 
though the world still has a good way to travel in order to reach perfec. 
tion, we do possess finer feelings, we do care for human suffering, we are 
more thoughtful for human life. 

There is much that might be adduced in support of the latter opinion; 
and, in so far as it is true, the advance which it registers is due in no 
small measure to the leaven of Jewish thought commingled with the 
thought of the world, partly through direct Jewish influence, and partly 
indirectly through. Christian teaching. From the earliest times the 
Jewish people rated human life highly. The Sixth Commandment must 
have had its root in the hoary antiquity of the race. A single human 
being, say the Talmud Rabbis, outweighs the whole work of creation ; 
and therefore to destroy a single life is to destroy. the entire universe. 

A striking illustration of the Jewish attitude to this question is found 
in one Rabbinic comment on the conduct of Moses in slaying an Egyptian. 
It might have been thought that, considering all the circumstances, the 
Rabbinic teachers would have advanced excuses for Moses. 
the great national hero, the first leader of the people; his deed was 
merely meting out justice: the Egyptian was smiting one of his kinsmen. 
But the Rabbis have nothing to say in extenuation: Moses was guilty of 
murder and the divine punishment imposed upon him was exile. Does 
not Holy Writ say that the Three Cities of Refuge were instituted so that 
an innocent murderer might flee thither? Thither is "Ow, a word com. 
posed of the same letters as Moses—"wWO! We may smile at the proof; 
but the essence of the matter remains none the less convincing. 

Murder has always been regarded among Jews as one of the three 
cardinal sins with which no truck is possible. When after the persecu- 
tions under Hadrian the Jews passed through one of the most critical 
periods in their history, some of the foremost authorities of the time met 
secretly at Lydda and decided that in cases of stress, when their lives 
were at stake, Jews might trespass all the ordinances of the Torah except 
only three—the worship of idols, immorality and murder. AMAY 5>) 


(SOT MSPwinrsy It was for the crime of murder, the Rabbis taught, 
that the Temple was destroyed and the Holy Presence withdrawn from 
Indeed, so great was the aborrence of taking human life that death 
sentences for murders were very much the exception rather than the 
rule, and that despite direct Biblical authority. In a well-known passage 
in the Mishna it isdeclared : A Synhedrin that once in seven years imposed 
a sentence of death was called destructive. Rabbi Eliezer ben Azariah 
goes further and applies the term to a Court whose registers showed a death 
penalty once in seventy years. Whereas Rabbi Tarphon and R. Akiba added 
that of any Synhedrin of which they might have been members there would 
never have been any record of a death penalty. Moreover, a curious rule 
was laid down that if any court unanimously sentenced a man to death, that 
was taken to be the equivalent of a sentence of not guilty. Why? The 
reason alleged was that in an unanimous decision there might be the 
possibility of prejudice or spite ; and the victim was given the benefit of 
the doubt. Every possible check was placed on the pronouncement of 
the death sentence. Once there had been a verdict of not guilty, it could 
never be re-considered, not even if new facts subsequently canre to light. 
On the other hand, a death sentence could always be re-considered, even 
ifthe courts of highest instance had already expressed their opinion twice 
or three times. 

If such was the prevailing Jewish attitude to the sanctity of life, it 
need hardly be said that Jewish law would not countenance the use of the 
wrack, the wheel, or any of the other devilish inventions known to the 
Inquisition (which called itself Holy), for the purpose of extracting 
evidence from accused persons. Indeed, throughout: the ages there is a 
sharp contrast between Jewish and Christian opinion as to the value of 
human life. Let one illustration speak for itself. The Talmud plainly 
teaches: “If one say to thee, ‘Kill this man!’ else I will kill thee: 
thou must on no account commit murder, but suffer thyself 
to be killed.” A Catholic Professor of Theology, Stephanus Fagundez 
by name, who lived in the sixteenth century, wrdfe a treatise on the Ten 
Commandments, in which: he declares that man should assuredly 
protect his life, his honour, his good name; nay, he may protect them 
even at the risk of the life of another and wholly innocent person. Accord- 
ingly, concludes the good theologian, we may kill another human 
being if a third party is likely to kill us unless we do so! _ This is by 
no means an isolated instance. Antonius de Escobar, born in 1589, 
another writer on Christian morality, holds that if a man kill his enemy 
he cannot rightly be described as a murderer! This recalls the age of 
Machiavelli, of Leo the Tenth, of Ca@sar Borgia, when human life was 
accounted cheap, and when killing was no murder. One also recalls the 
atrocities of the Congo, Putumayo and Armenia—all within the memory 
of living men and women. A cynic might say that there is no need to 
dwell on the Italy of the sixteenth century either for writers or politicians 
Who condoned the shedding of human blood. Such men may be found 
all over Europe—in the Italy of to-day, where the final argument,with 
an opponent is the threat of cold steel ; in Hungary or Roumania, where a 
pogrom makes a public holiday; in Russia, where both before and since 
the present régime human life is cheap. As Mr. Lowes Dickinson declares 
in his new book, there are people who believe that the shedding of blood

makes a nation virile. Their motto is: “If you feel decadent, go out and 
murder somebody.” But the cynic would add, what would you when 
the recent history of Europe records one of the most frightful wars in the 
annals of mankind ? 

In so far as there is truth in the cynic’s strictures, the facts to which 
he alludes are wholly in opposition to Jewish doctrine. Judaism utterly 
condemns murder. It is one of the glories of the Jewish people that 
during the last two thousand years their records are not red with blood. 
So precious is human life held to be, that the Jew is forbidden to touch a 
person in extremis lest by so doing life be shortened even by a single 
moment. The ordinance may possibly be criticised; the motive cannot 
but be honoured. Again and again the old Mosaic lawgiver stresses the 
importance of life. “See, I have set before thee this day life and good, 
and death and evil therefore choose life, that thou mayest live, 
thou and thy children.” Judaism may well be described as a system of 
right ‘living, both of the material and of the spiritual life. Is not the 
object of all politics and all government to set up the Great Society? That 
has been the Jewish ideal throughout the ages. Its most perfect concep- 
tion—the Messianic age—is characterised by perfect peace, when even the 
beasts of prey will lose their longing for blood. So long as there are 
many parts of the world*where human life is cheap, so long is there need for 
Jewish teaching to continue. Fortunately, those who rate human life 
highly are gradually increasing innumber. But there are still large masses 
of people in the world dominated by the unrestrained instincts of the Huns 
of the age of Attila. Not only do they walk over corpses to their goal; 
they evolve a philosophy of life to countenance, and even laud, their con- 
duct. To all such Judaism is a challenge ; the sixth commandment knows 
no compromises. So much may be laid down as fundamental: the 
social group which accounts human life cheap contains within it the germs 
ofdecay.  Forit is one of the eternal verities, taught by all the highest 
religious systems, that human life is precious. We may be Liberal or 
Orthodox, Reform or Reactionary—whatever the label, all Jews are united 
in this, that they hold still that a single human being outweighs the whole 
work of creation.

Aspects of the Jewish Problem. 


LECTURE BY MR. PAUL GOODMAN. 


The fourth of the series of lectures on “Aspects of the Jewish 
Problem,” organised by the West London Zionist Association, was held on 
Monday, at the St. John's Wood Synagogue Classrooms, 45, Abbey Road, 
when Mr. Paul Goodman delivered a lecture on “Assimilation.” Mr. 
E. M. Daltroff presided. 

Mr. PAUL GOODMAN said that the Jews were essentially a “* Protestant ” 
people, and from the time that Abraham was told to leave his country 
and his kindred, the spirit of protest against the dominant non-Jewish 
surroundings, appears as the Leitmotiv which runs throughout Jewish 
history. And yet there were many ideas and Observances, views and 
actions, Which Jews of all times had derived from non-Jewish sources. 
The Jews assimilated speech, habits, doctrines, and practices to such an 
extent, that, in many instances, those factors,had come to be regarded as 
innately Jewish. Indeed, it may be said that if the Jews had lacked the 
spirit of assimilation, they would not have been able to survive their 
remarkable vicissitudes. In modern times, the term “ Assimilation ” had 
come to denote a terminus technicua. The Jewish tendency to assimilation 
had, since the days of Moses Mendelssohn, been proclaimed with such 
persistence that many Jews have not only come to regard it not merely 
asasad necessity but as a joyous opportunity. Against this tendency 
there came the Nafionalist reaction, which, like all reactions, tended 
to the other extreme, and had turned the very term of Assimila- 
tion into a Shibboleth. If Assimilation meant that the Jews had 
stepped out of the Ghetto, hoping that they would never have 
to go back again, then they were all—dZionists as. well as anti- 
Zionists—assimilationists. But there were certain lines of cleavage, 
where assimilation leads along Jewish paths and where it leads away 
from them. Hence, it was no paradox to say that so far as Zionism 
represented a certain process of assimilation, as, for instance, in its 
various phases of state-building, this assimilation was legitimate since it 
tended to the preservation and strengthening of Jewish individuality. 
They had the various forms of assimilation illustrated in the religious fleld 
by the efforts of neo-Orthodoxy, notably under Samson Raphael Hirsch 
and his school, and the leaders of Reform Judaism. In the former instance 
assimilation was used only in so far as it served certain Jewish ends; in 
the latter case, the call for assimilation came from men who only 
endeavoured to save what they considered a necessary minimum,

Some Potato Recipes. 


Cheese and Potato Pie. 


Milk, 4 teacupful. 
Made mustard, 4 teaspoonful. 
Salt and pepper. 


Cold cooked potatoes, Ih. 
Two eggs. 
Grated cheese, 2 ozs. 
Butter, 1 oz. 
MASH the potatoes thoroughly with the milk and butter; add the 
cheese and mustard, and. season with salt and pepper. Beat up the 
eggs lightly, and stir them in. Then turn the mixture into a greased 
fireproof dish, sprinkle with grated cheese, and bake in a moderate oven 
for half an hour. 


Potato Scones. 
Cooked potatoes, tb. Butter, 1 oz. 
Flour. Pineh of salt. 
Milk, 2 tablespoonfuls. 


RUB the potatoes through a sieve; add the flour and salt. Melt 
the butter, and stir it in. Mix to a smooth paste with the milk. Roll 
out on a floured board, cut into rounds, and either bake in a quick oven 
or cook on a greased griddle for about ten minutes; if the latter, turn 
once. Cut through, butter, and serve hot 


Stuffed Potatoes. 

Chopped parsley, 1 tablespoonfnul 
Dripping, 1 oz. 

Salt and pepper. 


SCRUB the potatoes, and bake until soft. Then cut through in halves, 
and carefully scoop out the potato, leaving the skins intact. Mash the 
potato thoroughly with the dripping until quite smooth, then add the 
minced beef and chopped parsley. Season with salt and pepper, and fill 
the potato skins with the mixture. Smooth over with a knife dipped in 
hot water. and return to the oven until thoroughly hot.

Brush over with the slightly beaten white of egg, roll in brown crumbs.

THE ROMANCE OF JEWISH NAMES. 


Under the auspices of the Jews’ College Union Society. Mr. 8. 
JAPHET. Chairman of the Council of the College, delivered a lecture on 
Monday at Univers'ty College, on “ The Romance of Jewish Names in the 
Light of Major F.C. Stern, M.C., O.B.E., presided. 

The CHAIRMAN, in introducing the lecturer, said that Mr. Japhet had 
lately undertaken new task, a very responsible and arduous one, as 
Chairman of the Cou! a post for which he was well qualified, because 
of his wide sympathics and learning. The College could not have elected 
‘> carry into effect the new constitution. Already 
cas were calling for teachers and ministers, and 


anyone better if 
the communitics ov 


their friends in South Africa, Canada, and Australia were writing to ask 
if their yvoung men could come to Jews’ College to be trained. The 
College had a great w rk before it, and perbaps a bigger task than ever 
heforedn the whole of its seventy years’ history. He wanted to impress 
on the community that Jews’ College was their responsibility and their 
trust. The College had been rather forgotten, but it was beginning to 


revive. Already the number of students had doubled in the last five 
vears. The College necded the whole support and interest of the com. 
munity to make it what it really ought to be, a great College of Jewish 
learning for the whole Empire. He wanted to see the College and the 
students in closer touch with the community, and that was why he 
weleomed so wholeheartedly that series of lectures which they were 
inaugurating that evening. (Cheers.) ; 

Mr. Japuer, in his leectare, after a brief discussion of Biblical pames 
and a survey of the influenee of Jewish history on nomenclature, pro- 
ceeded to discuss the origin of several well-known medieval and modern 
Jewish names, many of which had been corrupted in the course of time 


‘and did not always ceive an obvious clue to their origin. Thus Finzi, a 


name which sounded typically Italian, came from Epineuse in France. 
The Egyptian family Harari probably came originally from Montpellier. 


Montpellier was a corruption of the Latin Mons Puellarum, but 
the Jews called it simply Jr Har, the city of the mountain. One 
branch of the family were called Harami, derived from the Hebrew 
ramah thigh). also. referring to the mountain. Abraham yielded 


Bramson. Aberle, Braham; Akiba gave Kiefe and Kaufmann, and 
thence bv re-Hebraisation to Saucher, Schacher or Sacher. Alex. 
ander became Sander, Saunders, Sender, Sendermann. Asher was turned 
into Auscher, Ascher, Aschert, Anselm, Amschel and Henchel. . As the 
patriarch Jacob compared his son Judah to a lion, the name Judah 
becamesynonymous with 4rie and the lion yielded Lyons, Loeb, Lerbusch, 
Lewenz, Laib, Lebus, Loewensohn, and Lowenstein, and from Arie was 
obtained Benari, and Benario. Bacher was a corruption of Bachur, (youth 
or student). Bernays, the name ofa distinguished Jewish family, meant 
really Bar-Neuss they came from Neuss oh the Rhine. Budge sounded 
quite English; in fact the name was a corruption of the name of the house 
Zum bunten Schuh: subsequently it became Buntschu and finally Budge. 
The Brodzkys came either from Brod or from Borzecho in Italy. Bloch 
was-a corruption of Pollack. Dreyfus came from the town of Treves. 
The Lurias originated from the banks of the Loire. Monash came from 
Menassch. Sutro was an Aramaic word and meant the small one—the 
old Rabbis in their modesty frequently added to their names the word 
Hakaton. Several Jewish names were derived from initials; thus Baron 
was Ben Aaron, Katz was Kohen Tsedek, Schatz was Shliach Tsibbur. In 
short, Jewish histery was interwoven with the romance of Jewish names. 

The CHIEF RABBI OF THE BRITISH EMPIRE, in proposing a vote of 
thanks, said that not every Jewish communal worker had Mr. Japhet’s 
deep acquaintance with Jewish history. He hoped the lecture would be 
published and would be annotated by such authorities as Dr. Biichler, 
Dr. Gaster, Mr. E. N. Adler and Sir Israel Gollancz. He drew attention 
to the fact that the use of the English form of certain Hebrew names 
pointed to the influence of the Jews after the Expulsion from England and 
cast an interesting sidelight on Anglo-Jewish history. 

The motion was seconded by Haham Dr. GASTER. 

A vote of thanks to the Chairman was carried on the motion of Dr. 
BUCHLER (who welcomed Major Stern's impressive appreciation of the 
needs of the College), scconded by Mr. S. Moses, M.A.

Jewish Friendly Societies. 


Yesterday's JEWIsH WORLD reviews the annual report of the Associa- 
tion of Jewish Friendly Societies. The year’s work includes the issue of 
a Magazine” under the editorship of Mr. Percy Cohen. Reference is 
made to the nursing scheme, burial society, issue of appeals for worthy 
causes, and support for Jewish National Fund bazaars. Useful work bas 
been achieved by co-operation with the Deputies of British Jews. The 
old grievance that the Friendly Societies were not adequately represented 
on the Deputies’ Committees no longer exists. Accommodation at the 
Jewish Friendly Societies’ Convalescent Home at Birchington-on-Sea has 
been considerably increased, and provision has now been made for ladies 
and State-insured members; 553 were admitted in 1925, more than 100 as 
compared with the previous year. Nearly 2,000 patients have been 
admitted since the Home was opened in 1921. The contributing member- 
ship is nearly 21,000. In the provinces 2,675 members pay contributions, 
and 833 female members are also regular contributors. The second valua- 
tion of approved societies under the Health Insurance Act shows a surplus 
of £55,743, covering a membership of 28,362. £29,761 of this surplus was 
made available for additional benefits.

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About Books. 


Jewish Legends. 


The first four volumes of ° THE LEGENDS orf THE JEWS,” by Professor 
Louis Ginzberg (Jewish Publication Society of America, Philadelphia) 
reproduce the legends in Jewish literature connected with Bible times and 
characters. The fifth volume, recently issued, is devoted exclusively to 
notes covering the texts of volumes i. and ii., dealing with Bible 
characters from the Creation to Moses in Egypt. 


The notes contain, in 
midition to the references, emendations and explanations to the text, and 
discussions on the origin and development of many of the important 
legends. Throughout, the notes supplement the text by giving variant 
legends, which, for the sake of the continuity. could not be incorporated in 
the text and had to be given separately in the notes. This series repre 
sents the first attempt to gather from original sources all the Jewish 
legends, in so far as they refer to Biblical personages and events, and it 
reproduced them with the greatest attainable completeness and accuracy, 
The legends, though drawn from widely-« parated sources, are woven 
into a continuous narrative, conflicting versions of the same legend being 
fused inte one typical legend. 


Poetry. 

“THE JEWISH YEAR,” by Mrs. Alice Lucas (Routledge, 4s.), is a 
re-issue of the work of that name, the first edition of which is now out of 
print. The present volume also contains twenty-four of the thirty-one 
items in“ Talmudic Legends,” now likewise out of print, and ten poems, 
translated and original, which have not hitherto appeared in book form. 
The attractive production of this modest work bespeaks the ‘attention 
which its contents will amply reward. The two friends of the author 
who thought it desirable that “The Jewish Year” should take on a 
new lease of life may be well assured in their belief that his book will 
render a useful service by filling a niche in Jewish devotional literature. 

Philosophy. 

“ JEHUDA HALEVI's DEFENCE OF His FAITH,” by the Rev. Dr. David 
de Sola Pool, is the fourth pamphlet in “ The Jewish Library,” issued by 
the Union of Orthodox Jewish Congregations of America, 131 West 86th 
Street, New York. The best beloved Jewish figure of the whole of the 
Middle Ages is Jehuda Halevi. In him East and West met. Because of 
his living at the cross-roads of culture, Jehuda Halevi, physician, poet, 
and philosopher, was in a uniquely advantageous position for interpreting 
Judaism in the light of the best knowledge of his time. After a life of 
scientifie activity as a physician, and after a lyrical outpouring of unsur 
passed Hebrew religious poetry, Jehuda Halevi in his later years wrote 
his “* Book of Argument and Demonstration in Aid of the Despised Faith.” 


This is the true title of the book, which is popularly known as “ The 
Kuzari,” or more accurately, ‘Al Khazari.” It is one of the most remark- 
able, and certainly one of the most charming and most modern in spirit, 
of all the books written in the Middle Ages, whether Jewish or non 
Jewish. It is an outstanding example of a positive religious controversy 
conducted not for the purpose of attacking the faith of another, but for 
the purpose of vindicating one's own faith. Dr. Pool bases his quotations 
on Dr. H. Hirschfeld’s excellent English translation of the Arabic text.

The apocryphal “Book of Jubilees,” known also as the “ Little 
Genesis,” which is an abridgment of, or commentary on, the first two 
books of Moses, has received the attention of various students. But few 
of the commentators appear to have been quite successful in their treat- 
ment of the geography of the book. A new attempt, based on an exten. 
sive knowledge of the East and a study of its ancient geography, has been 
made in Petermanns Mitteilungen (1925, 11/12 Heft), by Paul Borchardt 
whose elucidation of the travels of Benjamin of Tudela was noticed in the 
“ Geographical Journal,” July, 1925. The February number of the 
“ GROGRAPHICAL JOURNAL ” (Edward Stanford, 2s.) includes a review of 
Borchardt’s essay on the Geography of the “ Book of Jubilees.” Borchardt 
starts with the view that the early geographical descriptions are as a rule 
extraordinarily correct, and that the contrary belief is due to the inability 
of the commentators to understand them. This has been suggested 
especially by his experiences when questioning native caravan leaders 
and traders about routes and peoples of the East, which have given 
result© comparable to those recorded by the early writers. The same 
number of the “ Geographical Journal” includes a review of Mr. Israel 
Cohen's “ The Journal of a Jewish Traveller.”

INTERVIEW FOR “ THE JEWISH CHRONICLE ” 
WITH 


Rabbi Dr. STEPHEN WISE. 


ABBI Dr. STEPHEN WISE is universally recognised as one of 
the spiritual forces in America, Extreme, even extremely 
Radical, in his views, he none the less commands wide 
personal respect for rare qualities of mind and spirit. He 
founded the Free Synagogue,and more than once has taken occasion to 
make a bold and successful stand for the independence of his pulpit. 
His addresses are marked by 
oratory of a high order, and draw 
vast congregations week after 
week. Dr. Wise has been a life- 
long Zionist, and ranged himself 
as one of the earliest supporters 
of Dr. Herzl. Latterly he was 
brought into special prominence 
because, while assuming head- 
ship of the great “drive” for 
the Palestine Foundation Fund, 
he delivered an address on Dr. 
Klausner’s recent book on Jesus, 
which he not alone warmly 
commended, but in reference to 
which he was reported (wrongly 
he contends) to have uttered 
sentiments regarding the teach- 
ings of the Nazarene, which gave the direst offence to orthodox 
Jews, who demanded the relinquishment of his position in the 
Zionist Organisation. This, however, was resisted by every true 
friend of the movement, who resented the attempt to turn it into a 
heresy hunt and realised the value of keeping it ~ religious blind” 
so far as its followers are concerned. To a representative of THE 
JEWISH CHRONICLE, Dr. Wise explained, the position taken up by bis 
synagogue. 

“ The thing that came to me when I founded the Free Synagogue, 
he said , “‘ was that there was no identification of the Synagogue on the 
part of Jews with the social aspirations and the social life of the 
masses. If the masses will no(come to the Reformed Synagogue—and 
they do not—-the Synagogue must reach out tothe masses One of the 
ways in which to do that is through service. To that end, from the very 
beginning, I insisted that the members of the Free Synagogue must 
recognise that Judaism does not require to borrow its social idealism from 
the Settlement House, from Jane Adam, and Graham Taylor, froin 
Stanton Coit and Canon Barnett; that the passion for social justice was 
the dominant motif of the teachings of the Hebrew prophets. The 
Synagogue here and everywhere, now and at all times must make for Social 
Justice. Concurrent with the ideals of Social Justice and Social Equity, 
the Synagogue members must identify themselves with every agency 
making for social amelioration. There is not, as our friends the Socialists 
often say, an antinomy between the pursuit of Social Justice and the 
quest for social amelioration.” 

What place can the Synagogue take between the anarchist masses 
and the privileged classes ? 

“I felt and feel,” replied Dr. Wise, “that the Synagogue ought to serve 
in a mediatorial capacity between the privileged classes and the disin- 
herited masses; not that I would have Church or Synagogue serve as 
policemen to keep down the insurrectionary masses; not that I would 
have Church and Synagogue supported by the privileged as if they were 
paying a premium upon social insurance. What I mean is that the Syna. 
gogue must, in the spirit of the Hebrew Prophets, dare to speak of rights 
for the disinherited and of duties to the privileged. The Synagogue must 
not lose, as it has too largely lost, the sympathy and good-will of the 
many, by seeming to be a supporter of the present order—right or wrong, 
just or unjust. It is little less than a tragedy that the synagogue in 
America is an institution of the well-to-do, of the so-called Middle Class, 
to borrow the English terminology. The Synagogue must voice the 
traditional aspirations of Israel and the current passion of the multitude 
for an ever-increasing measure of Social Justice. 

“It is a long, uphill climb,” continued the Rabbi, “like most things in 
this world, worth doing. It is most difficult, but not impossible; and, of 
course, it can’t be done without that ‘something’ of the spirit which 
avoids the crasser forms of dealing with the social problem. The masses 
are not like sheep to be driven, to be corralled within the synagogue fold. 
They must be won. Above all, they must be understood and their aspi- 
rations must be sympathised with. In all this, we Jews are standing on 
our feet. It would be ludicrous, if it were not pitiful, tothink of Jews who 
fancy they may derive social inspiration from Churches and religious 
leaders, who, after all, can be nothing more than echoes of the greatest 
Social Tribunes histery has known—the Hebrew Prophets. 

“You ask me how is it all worked out?” said Dr. Wise. “ Very 
simply. Members of the Free Synagogue know that service is expected 
of them. As we put it, such Divine Service and Social Service are two 
sides of the same shield, which is Religion. Religion istwo-sided. It has 
reference on the one hand to the quest of man for the infinite. On the 
other, to man’s relation to his fellow-men. One side of Religion is Goa. 
ward and the other side is Manward. Real religion brings the two into 
the highest synthesis of the spirit, which utters itself in a life of service.” 

Is there no danger of substituting Social Service for the quest of the 
spirit, for the more spiritual and inward side of religion? 

“There is some such danger—the danger of confounding activity, 
serviceable activity, with religious being; the peril of imagining that

The Eye of God. 


SERMON FOR THE WEEK.

will quide thee with mine eye.”—Psalm rarii., 8. 


It is to be feared that insufficient use is made of the Book of Psalms 
by Jewish people, particularly of those Psalms that do not find a place in 
the Praver-Book. Many of them are an invaluable source of comfort and 
of suggestive thonght. The regular reading of them would supply many 
of us with the spiritual food that is lacking in our daily lives. Psalm 
thirtv-two is a short Psalm of only eleven verses, but it is full of beautiful 
thought. Its subject is the happiness that comes from the reconciliation 
of the wayward soul with its Creator, and of the loving care with which 
God tends those who have found refuge in Him. It offers a contrast 
between the days, when we have obstinately refused to allow those 
gentler influences to reach us, and the better hours of reconciliation 
when we have found a safe hiding-place from the floods of great waters 
that threaten our lives. At such times there reaches us the Divine 
message: ‘I will instruct thee and teach thee in thc way which thou 
shalt go; I will guide thee with Mine eye.” Until now we have not 
walked with even and with steady foot. We have stumbled and fallen, 
even when walking in the right way. Nay, often we have wandered into 
crooked paths. God offers us now instruction and guidance, “ the guidance 
and counsel of His eye.” Itis a very suggestive metaphor, the meaning 
of which our human experience may aptly convey to us. We have 
many organs of sense, but none more sensitively expressive than the 
eye; many languages, but none more eloquent than that of looks, 
A look will often say more than can’a word. Firstly, because the eye is 
more frank and truthful than the tongue. But chiefly because the delicate 
and mystic utterances of the eye are best interpreted by love and by affec- 
tion. The directing finger or the spoken word suffices for the stranger's 
guidance, though here aiso the language of the eye may emphasise our 
words. But the eye's more subtle speech, its delicate play of light and 
shade, telling of the rising and the falling of an inward fire, its revelation 
of the swiftly passing moods of the mind, these must be interpreted 
by love. “Behold the eye of the Lord is on those that fear Him, 
those that long for His mercy.” God's guiding eye sees us as 
children, dearly loved, despite our errors; children whose love to Him he 
knows and welcomes; children, admitted to His household, who can 
discern and share the Divine emotion of love and tenderness towards 
those He keeps within His sight. The eye, that never sleeps, watches over 
us with more than a mother’s love. When from our sorrowful environ. 
ment or our earthly perplexities we look up Heavenward, we find God's 
eye regarding us with a strengthening compassion, a guiding wisdom 
a redeeming love. In proportion as we love Him we shall grow wise to 
interpret the guiding instructions of His eye. So that the time will come 
when He will not need to speak to us in words, nor to coerce us with 
penalty or with punishment. He will but /ook the enlightening thought 
into our minds, direct the sanctifying influence into our hearts. Would 
we but look upward in simple and single-hearted faith, the loving 
glance would meet us in return, strong in approval or clouding to 
warn us-—instructing and teaching us the way that we should go. That 
path is lit up for us by God's all-seeing eye. When“ His presence goes 
with us we find rest,” however weary the way has seemed to us before. 
We have prepared our own will and heart and made them sensitive to . 
receive the reflection of the scene of future duty, which He wills us to 
traverse. We have been hidden in a cleft of the rock, and have had 
revealed to us, as had the Prophet, the knowledge of the Lord—" the 
Lord, merciful and gracious, slow to anger and abounding in mercy and 
truth.” (Exodus xxxiv., 6.) 

And if this appeal to the emotions of the human heart fail, as it 
sometimes may, there remains the appeal to the reasoning faculty in 
man. No creature other than the human has the same capacity to profit 
by the guidance of the eye. And the capacity indicates a duty anda 
privilege. Other creatures need coercion and restraint. They have to 
be coerced into the service of man and restrained after they are 
in his service. Only rarely can they be led with a look or held 
back by a glance. “Be ye not as the horse or the mule, which have 
no understanding, whose mouth must be held in by bit and bridle, 
lest they come near to thee.” They have not that rational faculty 
and moral sensibility that have been acquired by man. They cannot 
be guided by spiritual influences. But man has a reason, that can 
penetrate mysteries, a moral sense, that can be trained to yield to the 
gentlest impact, and to tremble beneath the most delicate touch. He 
can bend and turn atthe mere glance of God. He should require no 
restraint other than that afforded by God's eye. It were a shame and a 
reproach if such a one should need the rude handling and the coarse 
control appropriate to the beasts. To them, the bit and bridle—the 
bridle to guide, and the bit to hold them in. But for God’s children—for 
rational men and women—the restraint and guidance of the eye should 
suffice: the pure eye, shaming them from sin, the loving eye, winning 
them to obedience. And it is in this choice that we shall best 
justify our manhood. By proving that we do not need the bit and 
bridle of harsh circumstance to bring us. back to the King’s highway, 
from which we have strayed. These also may be necessary if 
we be “like horse and mule without understanding.” How much better 
that we should respond to the appeal that reaches us from the loving eye 
of our Father in Heaven? True, it must mean some adjustment of the 
usual focus of our vision, some approximation towards ‘seeing life after. 
the Divine pattern, instead of following “after our own eyes.” But it 
opens up for us a new vision “that only God's eye hath seen, of that 
which He will do for those that wait for Him.” 
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The Loyalty of Turkish Jews. 


An Anti-Semitic Intrigue. 


(From our Correspondent.| CONSTANTINOPLE. 

A sensational piece of news was published recently by two prominent 
Turkish journals. It was asserted that the Government had seized a 
telegram sent to the King of Spain by three hundred of the most notable 
Jews of Smyrna and Constantinople, ¢ xpressing their loyalty and faith. 
fulness to Spain. The Director of Police, it is said. was ordered to arrest 
the signatories. On the following day. the whole of the Turkish Press 
confirmed this intelligence, and instantly and unanimously demanded the 
expulsion of the Jews from Turkey. Some papers went even further. and. 
more or less, openly mivocated the massacre of our coreligionists. 

The greatest consternation prevails among Turkish Jewry at these 
threats. The communities of Smyrna and Constantinople have protested 
their innocence in the matter, although the Director of Police still 
maintains that the telegram was actually sent. 

The Chief Rabbi of Turkey, accompanied by a delegation, visited the 
Governor of Constantinople to ask for an investigation intothe affair. He 
submitted that it was nothing more than an anti-Semitic attack. and that 
the document, if it existed, was a forgery. The Governor promised to 
take the necessary steps, but up to the present nothing has been done. 

It now appears that, as might have been foreseen. the document 
proving the disloyalty of Turkish Jews has no existence. and was invented 
solely for the purpose of antagonising the public against the Jews. A 
disquieting feature of the affair lies in the fact that prominent personages 
in the Government, whose love of justice is incontestable, had not thought 
it necessary to take steps to protect the Jews of the country, who have 
given so many proofs of their patriotism, against such a palpably false 
accusation. 

A deputation of the Constantinople community has gone to Angora to, 
draw the attention of the Government to the possible consequences to the 
Jews of Turkey of the gross libels against them published in the Turkish 
Press. 


The American Law. 


Secretary of State Sued. 


Lewis Friedman, an American citizen, has started an action to 
compel the Secretary of State, Mr. Kellogg, to issue a visa for his daughter 
Rose, who is now in Warsaw, to come to America. Mr. Friedman is 
suing the Secretary of State, on the ground that because of the delay of 
the United States Consul in Warsaw in issuing the visa his daughter has now 
reached her majority and has thus lost her preferential status outside the 
quota as the minor daughter of an American citizen. He contends that 
the fault lies entirely with the United States Consul in Warsaw. and 
that she should, notwithstanding her present age, be given preferential 
treatment. 

The Commission on Race Relations of the Federal Council of Churches 
of Christ in America, in its call for the observance of a Race Relations 
Sunday, says: “There are in America about three and a half million 
Jews, or 25 percent. of the Jews of the world. About two-fifths of this 
number live in New York City. Judaism is having its first great oppor. 
tunity in many centuries to develop as a free religion of a free people. It 
is an unusual opportunity to develop co-operation with this great group, 
who may well prove to be a new wellspring of American spiritual 
endeavour. Mankind needs light, and the Jew is a great torchbearer. 
How can we forget that Israel became the womb out of which were born 
the two greatest religions of the world?” 

According to a statement which has been submitted by the State 
Department in Washington to the Immigration Committee of the House of 
Representatives, 577,450 additional immigrants would be admitted to the 
United States in the event of the adoption of the bills introduced into 
Congress to exempt from the quota the wives, husbands, parents, and

religion consists of nothing more than the dealing rightly and justly by 
one’s fellow-men, and engaging in great schemes of social betterment and 
reconstruction. But the business of the Synagogue, even as of the 
Church, is to blend these two great sides of religion, not to develop one a} 
the cost of the other. The two arecomplementary. The Godward quest 
ought to utter itself in the social passion. I think that the traditional Jew 
of other days gave an almost perfect example of the possibility of blending 
an almest mystic strain of religion with a fine, wholesome day-by-day 
doing of good works. : 

“The question then is whether Social Service can in the end endure 
unless it have the sanction and re-investment of the religious spirit. 
Even as it was—and is—a problem whether religion does all that may be 
asked of it if it fail to stir men to nobler and juster doing, I, for my part, 
helieve that, despite all that may be said, we are on the eve of a great 
spiritual rebirth-—within and without Israel—which may take new and 
unprecedented forms. But there can be no religious renascence in the 
world that fails to have regard to the ordering of human relations in 
the spirit of justice and equity— one of the great ends of life. 

“ Religion is the atmosphere in which alone well-doing can permanently 
have its being,” said Dr. Wise in conclusion. * If lam driven to it, l am not 
unprepared to say that the most immediate and exigent business of the 
Synagogue is to mediate between the masses, who turn away from the 
God of the classes, and the classes which have innured themselves within 
the walls of their own self-content. 

The next business of the Synagogue is perhaps another aspect of the 
same thing—to reconcile the Social and the Spiritual. The Spiritual 


must be the seed of the Synagogue; the Social must be the rootage of 
its flowering,

American United Jewish Campaign. 


New York’s Quota Increased. 


Mr. William Fox, the motion picture magnate, has been elected 
Chairman of the New York “drive” of the United Jewish Campaign. In 
accepting the chairmanship, Mr. Fox announced a personal contribution 
of 250,000 dollars to the campaign, and requested that the New York 
quota should be raised from its present figure of four million to six 
million dollars. The conference unanimously approved the increase, 
thus making New York's quota the largest of any city “drive” in the 
history of Jewish philanthropy in America. 


Many Jews Injured in Roumania. 
—- 


Students’ Strike Collapses. 


About one hundred Jewish passengers have been wounded in an 
attack which has been made by Roumanian students along the railway 
line Vaszerheli-Galatz, according to a report received by the JUEDISCHE 
VOLKSBLATT, of Munkacz. The students used cudgels and knives. Four 
Jews, Leib Essler, Jacob Bercovie, Leibisch Elefant, and Wolf Rotmann. 
have been detained at the hospital at Sarragen in a critical condition. 

The students’ strike at Bucharest University has collapsed. The 
University has been re-opened and lectures resumed. The Minister of 
Education, Professor Anghelescu, has had a conference with the Rectors 
of the various colleges at the University to consider the demands snub. 
mitted by the students, It has been decided definitely to reject the 
demand for the enforcement of a numerus clausus. It has also been 
decided to deprive Professor Cuza, the anti-Semitic leader, of his 
professorship.—J.T.A. 


Jewish Land Settlement in Russia. 


London Conference. 


A conference was held on Sunday under the auspices of the Joint 
Committee to Assist Jewish Colonisation in Russia. 

Dr. D. Jochelman, who presided, said that every new movement had 
to go through four stages. During the first stage no one took any notice 
of it. During the second stage it became subject to attack from all sides. 
During the third stage the work went on steadily growing, and the fourth 
stage decided whether it had any ground for existence or not. If it had, 
it went on developing in spite of the attacks. The Joint Committee had 
already reached its second stage. Mr. Jatzkan, the Editor of the PARISER 
HAJNT, had published a statement criticising their work. He had spoken 
first of the difficulty of getting money from English Jews, and had added 
that the Jewish colonisation in Russia being in the hands of the Yewseks, 
it meant the death of Jewish life in Russia. As for Mr. Jatzkan’'s first 
point, Dr. Jochelman said that his experience contradicted it. The 
United Russian Committee and the Workers’ Fund had collected in the 
East End of London about £30,000 each. If the East End responded the 
West End Jews were bound to follow. As for Mr. Jatzkan’s second point, 
that if the Jews were settled in the Crimea, Russian Jewry was 
bound to be annihilated, would not the Russian Jew be annihilated 
by remaining in his native town”? If he did remain in his town, 
the Yervseks were the real rulers over him; but if he became a 
peasant he would be his own master. He became a member of 
a village commune, and nobody would dare to interfere in his life. Dr. 
Jochelman said that THE JEWISH WORLD'S contention, that the Russian 
Government was so liberal in its gift because the land it proposed to 
transfer had been filched from its rightful owners, showed that the writer 
had no idea of what Was actually happening in Russia. The Soviet 
Government, for instance, had confiscated all the property of the Shell- 
Mex Company in Baku, and Rockefeller, of America, had concluded an 
agreement with Russia for the purchase of Baku oil. The confiscated oil 
had been purchased without protest. To secure a concession seemed to 
be praiseworthy, but to save the poverty-stricken Jews by settling them 
on confiscated land was condemned. 

An animated discussion among the delegates followed, and plans were 
considered for future work and for the enlargement of the Committee. 


Meeting of the Ozet. 


The opposition of some sections of Zionists to'the Jewish colonisa- 
tion movement in Russia bas been bitterly attacked at the All-Ukrainian 
Conference of the Ozet (Jewish Land Settlement Society) which is now in 
session at Charkoff. 

Dr. Rosen, the head of the Agro-Joint, the instrument of the Joint 
Distribution Committee of America in its agricultural colonisation work in 
Russia, admitted that as a result of Zionist pressure reductions had been 
made in the sums which would be available for the Jewish colonisation 
work in Russia out of the fifteen million dollar fund which is now being 
raised in the United States. Nevertheless, Dr. Rosen said, there were 
also many friends of the Jewish colonisation movement among the 
Zionists both in Russia and abroad. 

Mr. Merejin, the leader of the Yevseks (Jewish Sections of the Com.- 
munist Party) bitterly attacked Mr. Nahum Sokolow, Mr. Jabotinsky and 
Mr. Bialik for going about in America conducting a campaign against the 
Jewish colonisation work in Russia. They were presenting only the dark 
side of Russian life, he declared, and were concealing everything that was 
positive in Jewish affairs there.

Palestine Communities Ordinance. 
OFFICIAL TEXT. 


The Palestine Religious Communities Organisation Draft Ordinance, 
1926, which has just been published in the OFFICIAL GAZETTE, reads as 
follows: 


Whereas it is provided in Article 83 of the Palestine Order in Council, 1922, 
that each Religious Community recognised by the Government shall enjoy 
autonomy for the internal affairs of the Community, subject to the provisions 
of any Ordinance or Order issued by the High Commissioner. 

Be it Enacted by the: High Commissioner for Palestine, with the advice of 
the Advisory Council thereof: 

This Ordinance may be cited as the Religious Communities Organisation 
Ordinance, 1926. 

If any Religious Community in Palestine makes application under this 
Ordinance, the High Commissioner in Executive Council may with the approval 
of one of His Majesty's Principal Secretaries of State, make, and when made 
vary or revoke regulations for its organisation as a religious community and its 
recogpition as such by the Government of Palestine. 

Separate regulations shall be made in each case, suited to the special 
circumstances and organisation of the community concerned. 

Any such regulations may provide for the constitution of religious and 
cultural Councils or Boards of the community which shall have capacity to 
acquire and hold immovable and movable property of every description, to enter 
into contracts to exXecute any deeds and to sue and be sued under the tities 
granted to them. 

Any such regulations may bestow upon the said Councils or Boards power 
to impose upon members of the community contributions or fees for communal! 
purposes which shall be recoverablein the same way as municipal taxesand fees. 

Any regulations made under this Ordinance may provide that any Ottoman 


Decree or Regulation relating to matters falling under this Ordinance shall 
cease to have effect in Palestine. 


Palestine an Agricultural Country. - 
LORD PLUMER AT JAFFA. 

In opening the Jaffa Orange Show recently, Lord Plumer said that his 
six months’ stay in the country had enabled him to form his opinion that 
agriculture was now and would continue to be the principal basis of the 
country. His Government would give it every assistance. Citrus fruits 
were a valuable part of agriculture, and the high prices they commanded 
abroad demonstrated their worth. In recognising how necessary a factor 
transport was, Lord Plumer said the Government was also taking 
measures for the amelioration of Jaffa port. It was the Government's 
aim to aid the orange industry ,to be the leading in the country. One of 
the main causes of development was law and order, and he had not words 


enough to thank the inhabitants of Palestine for the tranquility they 
had maintained. 


Colonel J. C. Wedgwood asked the Colonial Secretary in the House of 
Commons on Tuesday, what measures were being considered in Palestine 
with regard to the abolition of the tithe and the substitution of some form 
of land tax, and whether it was intended to make land available for new 
settlers on easier terms. Mr. Amery replied that the question of rural 
taxation in Palestine was under consideration, but he was not yet in a 
position to make any statement on the subject.

THE CONFLICT NEAR HAIFA. 
COMMUNICATED. 

With reference tothe telegram from the Palestine Arab Executive 
concerning alleged Arab claims to the Jedre lands near Haifa, which has 
heen published in the press, the Zionist Organisation, Central Office. has 
received a despatch from the Palestine Zionist Executive. e x plaining that 
the lands in question had never been cultivated by the Chawarna tribes. 
who had merely collected reeds in the marshes of the district. whic h 
dangerous centre of malaria. The Jewish colonists did not start to 
plough the lands until these had been legally transferred to them and 
suitable compensation had been paid to the former cultivators. The 
attack made by the Chawarna tribesmen upon the Jewish colonists and 
the police was inspired by political avitation and the hope of securing a 
reversal of the change of ownership. The police were obliged to arrest 
the assailants, and the legal proceedings have resulted in the convic tion 
of the ringleaders. The claims made by the Chawarna tribesmen for 
compensation, in addition to that already given to the former cultivators.

United States Palestine Appeal

NEARLY THREE MILLION DOLLARS RAISED. 


Mr. Emanuel Neumann announces that 2,800,000 dollars have been 
raised so far in the United Palestine Appeal (which is raising a fund of 
five million dollars in the United States). It was remarkable, he said. 
that so much had already been collected towards the fund, because it had 
all been done without the help of the wealthy Jews who had studiously 
held aloof. The friends of Palestine, he went on, must realise that the 
responsibility rested upon them alone and must contribute accordingly. 


Relief for Stranded Immigrants. 
TRANSFER TO PALESTINE. 


As the result of an agreement between the United Evacuation Com. 
mittee of Paris and the Palestine Zionist Executive, at least 400 
of the Jewish emigrants stranded at Constantinople and other ports, 
numbering between 3,000 and 4,000, will be admitted to Palestine as 
rapidly as possible. 

The emigrants, who have long been waiting for permission to proceed 
to Palestine, are to be assisted by the United Evacuation Committee, 
with travelling expenses and a guarantee to the Zionist Executive for 
their maintenance during the first year's stay in Palestine. In addition, 
immigrants following certain trades are to be supplied with tools, and a 
certain sum of money is being deposited with the Zionist Executive, 
Which may be used as a loan to help the immigrant to establish himself. 

The Evacuation Committee has voted the sum of £8,000 for the transfer 
of these 400 persons to Palestine—-Reuter. 


Zionist Policy. 
PUBLIC DEBATE IN LEEDS. 


A public debate was held in the Scala Theatre, on Sunday, upon the 
subject of the “ Official Policy of the Zionist Organisation versus the 
Revisionist.’ Policy.” 

The Revisionist policy was set forth by Mr. Myer Grossman, who 
was supported by Mr. D, 1. Sandelson, 0.1... and Mr. Sol Goldberg, and 
the policy of the Executive was defended by Professor Dr. 8. Brodetsky , 
M.A., who was supported by Mr. J. 8. Walsh, LL.B., and Mr. A. My 
Hurwitz, LL.B. Dr. M. Umanski presided. 

Mr. MYER GROSSMAN said that their policy Was not merely a policy of 
criticism but was an entirely different point of view. They were expound. 
ing a programme against a programme. Their programme was not merely 
political but dealt with the economic questions and with the land policy. 
They were the first Zionist opposition that had really put forward a practical 
and constructive policy in opposition to the unsatisfactory policy of the 
Executive. They desired a Jewish majority in Palestine, and eventually a 
Jewish commonwealth. Palestine must solve the question of the Jewish 
people. They could not get a majority by the present methods. They 
must establish a Jewish Government openly and quickly in Palestine. At 
present there was in Palestine a cold and calm administration which only

preserved neutrality. The State must not merely hold the balance 
between the different sects; they must have the co-operation of the 
State in order to make Palestine into a Jewish National Home. 
They must begin their political agitation anew. The Mandatory 
Power had taken away Transjordania: fewer Jews were being 
placed in the administration; Jews had not received any portion 
of the crown lands, although Arabs had; Palestine was becoming 
simply a small Galuth centre instead of a Jewish National Home, They 
could not build up a country simply by buying land, and again even 
when land was bought, the money had not been spent in the country or 
used for the developments of the country. The Jews must have the Crown 
Lands. The lands of the absentee effendis must be taken and they must 
be paid as compensation & fixed and fair price extending over a number 
of vears. Bonds and debentures could be obtained upon the security of 
the land in order to pay forthe same. A national loan must be floated. 
The most important was that there must be a Jewish unit in the 
army to protect the immigrants. At present there were a handful of 
English soldiers to preserve peace. There would be an outcry if English 
soldiers were killed in defence of Jews. It was not enough to have 
unorganised Jewish defence, but there must be an organised Jewish unit 
in the army. They could not build up Palestine with so many restrictions. 
They must have aJewish majority and a Jewish Government. 

Professor Dr. S. BRODETSKY said that the important point to consider 
was not whether the present organisation was bad, but whether the 
Revisionist party would within the last five years have improved it. 
Mr. Grossman's policy would do great harm to Zionism. However, the 
Revisionist party was the first Zionist opposition which came with a 


policy. The speaker was himself dissatisfied with some of the Zionist 
policy. Too much money had been spent in collecting money instead 


of producing Zionism by means of propaganda. The claim that they had 
to Palestine was theclaim of justice. Fighting would not find anew way of 
settling the disputes. It was the Locarno spirit. that they must achieve. 
They must goto the conscience of humanity with clean hands. As soon as 
they thought of force and State aid they lost the confidence of public 
opinion. The land could only be nationalised by that people to whom it 
belonged. They nationalise Jewish land, but they could not 
nationalise land which they had to confiscate. So faras the Jewish unit 
was concerned it was the duty of Great Britain to defend Palestine, and . 
a neutral was inthe best position to defend it in order to avoid internal 
dissensions. 

Mr. D. lL. SANDELSON supported Mr. Grossman, and said that they 
must go back to the philosophy of Herzl. At present they were baving a 
Parish Council in Palestine. 

Mr. J. 8S. WausH, LL.B., supporting Dr. Brodetsky, said that Mr. 
Grossman's policy appealed to the imagination but not to the intellect. 
He had not given a single practical way of achieving his aims. They all 
wished to see a Jewish majority in Palestine and a Jewish Government, 
but the only way of achicving it was by continuous economic association 
and industrial developments. 


The Jewish Chronicle's Attitude. 

Mr. SOL GOLDBERG, supporting Mr. Grossman, said that in Palestine 
at present they went as Jews but as Palestinians. He wished to see 
again the policy of Herzl coming into existence with a Jewish State, 
Jewish Ambassadors, and a fall Jewish life. For over eight years THE 
JEWISH CHRONICLE had advoeated a certain line of policy which the 
Zionist leaders should adopt towards the Mandatory Power. The policy 
advocated by THE JEWISH CHRONICLE was to the effect that every step 
taken should be with the object that ultimately Palestine should become 
a real Jewish’ State, and not simply a British Colony. There was 
nothing new in that policy+it was simply the policy of Dr. Herzl,

When Professor Brodetsky stated that Zionists 
should rely on the conscience of the nations, it might forcibly be pointed 
out to him asa test, that nearer home here in England, one might 
exclaim, “may God help us if we have to rely on the conscience of 
England.” History taught that what England took, she generally kept. 
One bright gleam of consolation was that the opponents of the policy 
alvocated by THE JEWISH CHRONICLE, were now beginning to see light, 
and were gradually coming round to realise the force of that policy, and 
he felt sure that even Professor Brodetsky, in his heart of hearts 
supported it. 

Mr. A. M. Hurwitz, LL.B., supported Dr. Brodetsky. 

Although there was no yote taken on the debate, the discussion was

The Keren Hayesod 


CENTRAL COMMITTEE FOR GREAT BRITAIN. 


: A meeting of the Keren Hayesod Committee of the English Zionist 
Federation was held at 77, Great Russell Street on Monday. Mr. Simon 
Marks, who presided, reported that the Manchester Committee had decided 
to remit £500. 

: A discussion was held with regard to a collection for the Jewish 
National Fund made in Blackpool, to which the Keren Hayesod had a 
claim, and also with regard to Birmingham, where the local Zionists were 
devoting all their efforts to the Jewish National Fund, to the exclusion of 
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the Keren Hayesod. It was decided that Mr, Ludlow should interview the 
local Council in Birmingham. 

The Secretary reported that the following organisers were now at 
work: Mr. Leigh in Manchester, Mr. M. Rosette in South Wales, and Mr. 
Albery in North London. ‘The formation of a Central Office in North 
London should be aimed at, on the same lines as the office in the East 
End. Mr. 8. Wimborne is working in the West Central district, including 
Bloomsbury and Camden Town, anda meeting has been convened with 
a view to creating one Council forthe whole of these districts. Mr. H. 
Shine is working in Brondesbury and Cricklewood, Mr. G. Zuchowitzky in 
East London, and Mr. E. Fisher in South London. 

The Chairman reported that he and Sir Wyndham Deedes had visited 
Brighton on the previous day and addressed a well-attended meeting, and 
that he was of opinion that if a proper effort were made, a substantial 
sum could be raised in that town. 

Mr. Israel Cohen submitted a series of proposals for a prize competi. 
tion for essays on the work of the Keren Hlayesod, and it was decided that 
a Sub-Committee, consisting of Messrs. Il. Guedalla, Israel Cohen and 
Leo Herrmann, should work out the details. 

The Rev. J. K. Goldbloom reported that he and Mr. Samunov {on 
behalf of the Jewish National Fand) had seen the Chief Rabbi, who said 
that he was about toissue an appeal to the ministers and rabbis on behalf 
of the Hebrew University and that he would include in his letter a com- 
mendation of the work of the Keren Hayesod and Jewish National Fand. 


Restrictions on Jewish Immigration. 
 — 
QUESTION IN PARLIAMENT. 


In the House of Commons on Wednesday, Col. J. C. Wrpawoop 
(Lab., Newcastle-ander-Lyme) asked the Colonial Secretary what was the 
nature of the recent regulations issued in Palestine restricting further the 
immigration of Jews, and for what reason they had been imposed. 

Mr. AMERY writes in reply; A revised Immigration Ordinance for 
Palestine was enacted last August codifying the procedure and improving 
the machinery for regulating immigration. [| am net aware that it has 
had the effect indicated in the question. 


LIQUOR TRAFFIC IN PALESTINE. 

Lord HENRY CAVENDISH-BENTINCK (C., Nottingham, 8.), asked if the 
attention of the Government had been called to the evils of the liquor 
traffic in Palestine, and what were the regulations, if any, under which 
the introduction of intoxicating liquors into the mandated territory was 
sanctioned. 

Mr. AMERY: The reply to the first part of the question is in the 
negative. The import of liquor into Palestine is regulated by a local 
enactment known as the Customs Duties Amendment Ordinance, 1924. 
Its sale is regulated by the Intoxicating Liquors and Public Entertain- 
sents Ordinance, 1922. 


Jewish National Fund. 
FINSBURY PARK COMMISSION FORMED 


A meeting was held at 14, Gloucester Road (the residence of M@ V. 
Myers, the President of the Finsbury Park Synagogue), last week, for the 
purpose of forming a Jewish National Fund Commission in the district. 
Mr. 1. J. Goldstein presided, ahd Messrs, I. Samunov and Arthur Cohen 
were present on behalf of the Central Office. Dayan Dr. A. Feldmar 
delivered an address. Mr. I.’ Samunov proposed, and Mr. Arthur Cohen 
seconded, that a Finsbury Park Jewish National Fund Commission be 
iormed, and that it undertake to distribute a Jewish National Fund box 
in every Jewish home in the district. The resolution was carried, and the 
following were elected to serve on the Committee: Messrs, 5. Reichman, 
Chairman; J. Aaronstein, Treasurer: M. Rappaport, Vice-Chairman; the 
Key. B. Fertleman, Hon. Secretary (pro fen.); and Mr. M. Prooth, Hon. 
Organiser, 

On Monday, a lantern lecture was given by Mr. Max Epstein, Secre- 
tary of the Central Office, to the members of the Young Maccabeans at 
151, Whitechapel Road. After delivering the lecture, Mr. Epstein brietly 
spoke on the achievements of the Jewish National Fund in Palestine and 
the work of the Fund in this country. 

At a recent meeting of the London Agudath Hashochtim Vshomrim it 
was decided to inscribe the name of Mr. sol B. Hertzberg in the Golden 
book of the Jewish National Fund, in recognition of his services as Hon, 
pecretary and President from 1918 to 1924.

Sin, —Yourcorrespondent, Mr. N.S. Burstein, who so vigorously assailed 
in THE JRWIsH CHRONICLE of last week those whom he describes as

One might add to the above review that what Rabbinism has done 
for Moses the Church has done for Jesus, with the result that both 
Judaism and Christianity have been submerged in a sea of ritual and 
superstition, gibberish and sophistry. 

Dean Inge says very frankly that “ Religion is a powerful antiseptic 
Which preserves mumuinified customs that have long outlasted their 
usctniness, and otiose dogmas that have long lost their vitality.” 

Unfortunately, there are so many “mummified customs and cotiose 
dogmas" that they obstruct the view of the true religious light. 

The fact is that liberal thonght in religion Jowish or any other —is 
something that cannot be arrested by speaking with contempt of such 
men as Mr. ©. G. Montefiore, Rabbi Wise, etc. Jew and Christian alike 
are throwing overboard what Professor Frazer calls the “ Folk Lore of 
the Old Testament and the myths and miracles of the New”; and they 
are discarding the “ swaddling-clothes” put around true religion by 
Kabbinism and Priesthood. Indeed. who can doubt that all civilised 
peoples are slowly but surely moving towards a purer and ever greater 
approximation of religious thought? The movement for the purification 
of religion is one that will procced whether we like it or not, because 
it is an upward movement in harmony with the general evolution of 
thought and science.

anyone. In the circumstances he was not surprised that he was knocked 


down. 

Commercial Fraud Charges.—Before Mr. Justice Wright, at the 
Manchester Assizes, the charges of conspiracy, fraudulent conversion and 
recciving, variously made against John Errington, Daniel Misell and 
Judah Ringle, trading as Ringle and Co., of Houndsditeh, London, 
particulars of which were reported in our last issue, were concluded. The 
Judge, in his summing up, said thata very low standard of commercial 
morality was shown in the case. The jury would have to consider, how- 
ever, quite narrow issues of fact. The three prisoners were found not 
guilty of conspiracy. Misell was found guilty of receiving on three 
counts, Errington guilty of conversion. on three other counts and Ringle 
of reeciving on three counts. The record of Errington, containing several 
convictions. was then read, and the. judge sentenced him to eighteen 
months’ imprisonment. MiscH and Ringle were sentenced each to nine 
months’ imprisonment. 

Motor-Car Obstruction: Police Chargcs Dismissed. — At the Justice 
Room. Guildhall, on Saturday, before Alderman SirG. Rowland Blades, M.P., 
REGINALD FREEDMAN, 22; clothing manufacturer, of Palace Mansions, 
Kensington, carrying on business at 8&5, Fore Street, was chardved with 
wilfully causing an obstruction with his motor-car; disorderly conduct by 
causing a crowd to assemble; and resisting a police-constable in the 
execution of his duty. He pleaded “ Nod Guilty,” and was defended by 
Mr. Martin O'Connor. Sir Rowland said there was ea clear case of 
obstruction. and for that offence he fined the defendant 49s. The othe: 
charges he dismissed. 

Alleted “Confidence Trick.’—At the Mansion House on Tuesday, 
SamUBL ILTARRIS ana NATHAN SASSINE, of Aldgate Hich Street, attended 
on an adjoturne d stunmons charging them with having conspired to steal 
the moneys of divers persons, and stealing £9 4s, 6d. from Mr, William 
Cardale Webb by means of a trick. The case for the prosecution was 
detailed in our last issuc. On Tuesday a valuer was called to give evidence 
of the value of the presents “given” to Mr. Webb in respect of his 
£9 4s. 6d. The witness, in cross-cxamination, said he wanted these 
“mock auctions” done away with and the stigma on a _ respectable 
profession removed. Mr. Jenkins (for the defence) said it seemed a 
spiteful prosecution by trade rivals, and submitted that there was no 
corroboration of Mr. Webb's evidence. There had never been a sale by 
auction. Mr. Webb cxpected to get these things for nothing and deserved 
nosympathy. He submitted that there was no case toanswer. Defendants 
pleaded Not Guilty and reserved ther defence. They were committed for 
trial. Bail was aliowed. 

Obtaining money by Alleged False Pretences.—Joun Topa (29), an 
estate agent and auctioneer, of 16, Great Alie Street, Whitechapel, was 
charged on t-mand before Mr. J. A. R. Cairns, at Thames Police Court 
on Wednesday, with unlawfully obtaining £2 2s. on May 4th, 1925; 
£3 3s. on May 6th, 1925; £10 on May 29th, 1925, by false pretences and 
with intent to defraud George Rosenfield, of 26, St. Mark's Street, 
Whitechapel. 

On April 9th, 1925, prosecutor was knocked down by a motor lorry 
owned by Mr. D. J. May. It was arranged that Toba should make the 
necessary inquiries and generally assist Mr. Rosenficld, with a view to 
proceedings against Mr. May in the Civil courts. It is alleged that Toba 
received certain monies from Mr. Rosenfield for the purposes of paying 
witnesses’ and solicitor’s fees, and that these sums had not been paid to 
the persons for whom they were intended, but had been retained by Toba. 

Defendant was now further charged with the fraudulent conversion 
of a cheque for £23 &s. fd. received on behalf of Mr. Harry Klackan, of 
30, Carisbrook Road, Walthamstow, and with obtaining credit to the 
extent of £10 without disclosing the fact that he was an undischarged 
bankrupt. 

Mr. C.J. M. Gwatkin appeared to prosecute, and Dr. Majik defended, 

Mr. Kiackan stated that Toba suggested that he (Toba) should collect 
come outstanding debts for him on a ten per cent. commission and 
travelling expenses, and witness signed an authority for him to collect the 
debts. Witness, however, had not received any money from Toba, He 
called at ‘Toba’s office but could not see him. Later he took a civil action 
for the recovery ofthe money. Judgment was givenin his favour, but 
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the money had not been paid, Cross-cxamined, witness said Toba 
counter-claimed for £26 or £27 for expenses and commission, and he was 
allowed £6 16s. ‘Toba had no authority to endorse a cheque on witness's 
behalf. In reply to further questions, witness said he was an English 
Jew. Dr. Majik asked to what seetion of the Jewish faith he belonged. 
The Magistrate: You think that behind this there is the question of 
religion? Dr, Majik replied in the affirmative. , 

Mrs. Fanny Bell gave evidence of having owed Messrs. Klackan 
£14 6s. She had pail this amount in instalments to Toba. Edward 
Pyzer stated that he paid Toba in instalments a debt amounting to £4 2s., 
which he owed to Messrs. Klackan. Bernard Francis Digby, an examiner 
in the Bankvuptcy Department of the Board of Trade, stated that a receiv- 
ing order was made against defendant on July 10th, 1924, and he was 
adjudicated bankrupt on December 4th, 1924. 

Detective-Sergt. Dean (recalled) stated that in his opinion the endorse- 
ment on the cheque and on the receipts (produced) were in the same 
handwriting. 

On. this evidence, defendant was further remanded nuntil next 
Wednesday, bail being allowed. 

A report of previous proceedings in this case appeared in our issue 
of February 5th.) 

Alleged Attempts to Frustrate Justice. Before Mr. Clarke Hall at 
Old Street Police Court two defendants appeared on charges of having: 
used threats towards Miss Hettie Kostick, dressmaker, of 6, Club Row, 
Bethnal Green, who is a prosecutrix in a case before the court. The 
defendants were DAVIS LEVENE, 57, ladies’ tailor, of Brick Lane. Bethnal 
Green, and SARAH WEIMAN, 48, married, of Cleveland Street, Mile End. 
Miss Kostiek alleged that on February 23rd Mr. Levene called at her home 
and said that ° for the man to be in prison would make it bad for her. as 
she would not be able to go out into the street.’ Mr. Levene also said he 
'Wicome as a friend of both sides, and she thought he was really a good 
friend. With respeet to Mrs. Weiman, prosecutrix alleged that on 
Pebruary ZY2nd that defendant pointed her finger at her and said. “ You 
have got my husband.in prison. You won't be able to go out into the 
streets. We willsettle you.” Both defendants denied using the words attri- 
buted to them, and Mr. Norman Aaron, who defended Mr. Levene, said his 
client was a warden of the Bethnal Green Great Synadogue, had been in this 
country for twenty-five years, and there had never been anything against 
him. Mr. Clarke Hall said Levene was no doubt a deeply religious Hebrew 
and an honest and respectable citizen, but he was constantly finding that 
men like him, coming from a country where there was a different system of 
justice, had a different realisation of justice, and thought it was open ‘to 
them to help their compatriots and adherents by trying to influence a case. 
He had not the slightest doubt that Levene used the words attributed to 
him by prosecutrix, a young girl who was trying to make her way in lifé, 
and such words were calculated to fill her with terror and prevent her 
giving the evidence necessary in the case. Such a thing was absolutely 
monstrous, and he would not tolerate it. “I have had strong reason,” 
aided the Magistrate, “to suspect for some time past that attempts have 
been made in this district, and,very often by alieus who are not citizens 
of this country at all, to frustrate the interests of justice... If I find that 
these foreigners are setting English justice at defiance, I shall do every- 
thing in my power to see that they are sent back to their own country, 
and not corrupting justice in this.” Levene was bound over in two 
sureties of £50 each for twelve months. His worship informed Mrs. 
Weiman that it was his duty to see that there was no further interference 
with the ends of justice, and she would be remanded in eustody. 


Disorder at Perversionist Service... Jack FREEDMAN (16), a tailor, 
of Redmans Road, Mile End, was at Old Street Police Court on Saturday 
fined £3 or fourteen days’ imprisonment, for having been guilty of riotous 
and violent behaviour in the parish chureh of Holy Trinity, Old Nichol 
Street, Bethnal Green. The Rev. Paul P. Levertoff, the priest in charge, 
said that while a service was in progress atthe church on Friday evening, 
defendant created a distarbance, Then a fight occurred among a number 
of young men, defendant being the ringleader. Defendant said that he 
was not at the church until 9.20 or 9.40, and that the service was then 
over, but a witness, Solomon Faith, of Castle Street, W.C., told the 
magistrate that defendant was put out about eight o'clock and returned 
about 9.20. Mr. Snell (magistrate) said that he supposed the disorder was 
hecause defendant objected to a Jew becoming a Christian, or something 
of that sort. ;

‘ith, they would always be in the forefront of human progress. The 
eatest stronghold for Jewish children in the battie of life was religious 
iucation, not because it was the inheritance of their fathers, but because 
was the great moral power which alonc gave them contentment of 
yeart, taught them the fear of God, and made them worthy citizens of 
(iis great and noble country. The Chairman paid a high tribute to the 
permtendent and the teaching staff for their exccllent services. 

Mr. JOSerpA H. JACOBS moved a vote of thanks to the Rev. M. Adler, 
Lue Superintendent, Mr. Winston, the Headmaster, and the teaching 
fal’. The Congregation, he said, were indebted to them for their 

‘ccessful efforts in the past year. The numbers of pupils had increased, 
hut there was room for more. 

Mr. WINSTON, in responding, said that at the Classes they endeavoured

‘4s being better looked after than it ever had been in the whole history 
‘0! Angle-Jewry. For that every mother and father ought to be deeply 


srateful, not merely to those who made the school what it was, but to 
the teachers, who were carrying on the vitally important work with 
culhusiasm, energy and efficiency. Many of them he knew, had lived in 
other parts of the world in conditions where Jews had been persecuted 
for their attachment to their religion, and to the observances which they 
held dear, But now they found themselves here in a community which 
tcopected those traditions and respected them the imore if they pursued 
those traditions, and their own religions life.

To the Editor of THE JEWISH CHRONICLE. 

Sin, Inthatsectionof hisinteresting article (published in your February 
Supplement) which deals with Anglo-dewish Physicians, Sir THermann 
Gollancz goes woefully astray seemingly through placing reliance on 
Carmoly. a most unsound authority, against whom the Jewish 
Encyclopeedia warns its readers (Vol. VIIL., p. 422, and elsewhere), 

Thus “the physician Emanne! Mendes da Costa,” is doubly debarred 
from figuring on a medical roi! of honour, in the first place because. he was 
not a physician at all but a man of letters interested in fossils and shells, 
and (quite incidentally) because in the second place he “did time” frou 
1767 to 1772 for embezzling the funds of the Royal Socicty, whose clerk he 
was. His kinsman, Moses Da Costa, F.R.S., was likewise a man of affairs 
and a dilettante. (An amusing letter of his about a congregational 
squabble is reprinted on pp. 142-145 of Dr. M. Gastér’s “ History ef the 
Ancient Synagogue"). The only link between these two F.R.S. and 
Medical Science seems to have becn that cach was a grand-nephew of Dr. 
Fernando Mendez, the well-kcnown Engiish Court Physician (not mentioned 
by Sir Hermann). 

| The passage about the “whole family of the De Castros exercising 
their craft as medical men amoug their English neighbours” should pre 
sumably be read as referring to the Sequeiras or to the Schombergs or to 
some other Anglo-Jewish medieal family. (Not London, but Hambury 
and Amsterdam had many medical De Castros among their Jews). 

Nor was Dr. Jacob de Castro Sarmento, as stated, a colleaguc in the 
Royal Society of Sir Isaac Newton, who had lain in his grave for quite 
three years when our Doctor secured clection. | 

The London Sephardim bronght into this county; a steady succession of 
physicians to attend to the sick poor of their congregation, but this started 
cureng the Commonwealth, and long before “the physician . Jeremiah 
who lived at the end of the 18th century.” (bis quotation from the 
article certainly seems to exhibit the characteristics of Rabbi Carmoly’s 
slipshod historical methods). 3 

A number of smalicr points invite correction or comment, but I omit 
these for reasons of space. 

Reliable information as to Anglo-Jewish Physicians in times-gone-by 
is compilable fram such sources as the archives of British Universities 
and of the older Jewish congregations, the records of Town Clerks and of 
the Barber-Surgeons Company, the rolls of the College of Physicians and 
of the College of Surgeons, etc., ctc. 

In this. af in most branches of Anglo-Jdewish history, obsolete 
continental authorities such as Carmoly and Kayserling should be 
shunned.— Yours faithfully,

“LE MIROLR. JUIF.” 

The “series of Jewish cameos” which Mr. C. B. Cochran (in associa- 
tion with Councillor J. W. Rosenthal) has imported from Paris, opened a 
short season at the London Pavilion on Monday evening. It is unfortunate 
that the show, throngh tts similarity in form, challenges comparison 
with the “ Chanve- Souris,” since it has neither the polish nor—more 
important the pace of its Russian prototype. ‘Le Miroir Juift is patchy 
and nneven in quality; there are parts of it that are snperlatively good ; 
there is one scens that tonches a veritable abyss of dulness. But it is, te 
a very large eXtent, essentially Jewish—Jewish in its eurious mixture of 

ooeet and sophistication and in the exasperating impression it gives that 
it eonld be so moch better thanitts. I understand that the show was 
“cot together” fov its London premicre at practically break-neck speed. 
Phat would account foe mach, but hardly for the poverty of the lighting 


heme. which secs to know of nothing between murky obscurity and 


almost cavish brilliance. Undoubtedly the best thing in“ Le Miroir Juif” 
is “EU. which. though it has been heard in London many times before, 
has never, think, been rendered with greater dramatte foree and beauty 
than by Mine. |. Korn. ‘Phis alone ought to fill the Pavilion for the 


doration of the cunpany’s stay. Other notable items on the programme 
are” The Exile Dance.” in which B. Reine and M. Wiadiniroff express the 


spirit of the valu) remarkably finely, a Jewish wedding—a deliciously 
humorous episode. although much of it will, I fear, be missed by non- 
Jewish avdicnees. ' The Wandering Merchant,” a pictare of Jewish life in 
the Ukraine, Tho Pastidious Piancee,” a queer “Judaised” version of 
“Katinka,’ and “The Wall of Lamentation,” a really artistic piece of 
Zionist propacanda. The compere, Mr, Mostovoi, delivers some 
amusing preambies, batim spite of valorous attempts he cannot manage 
tospeak English so exernciatingly badly as docs Mr. Balieff. There is 
only one seriocs ¢:iticism to be passed on the entertainment, and that ts 
that the “ Mirow ° predominates over the“ Juif.” The desire to express the 


soul of the Jew i sometimes lost in the desire to imitate other similar, 
forms of entertainment. The “ Katinka” scena, in spite of its Jewis 
setting. is always Rossian: and one so-called Jewish dance is certain! 
more Dotch than anything else. It is surely something more than 
coincidence that the items that on Monday were most rapturousl 
received were jast those that were most distinetively Jewish. Probably 
no other company could do the Jewish Wedding as well as it is done af 
the Pavilion. Som of the other itenrs are not particularly memorable ; 
Lut so long as” Le Miroir Juit” sticks to Yiddishkeit it need fear no rival. 


“Mrs. WARREN'S PROFESSION,” 

\ visit to the Strand, where “Mrs. Warren's Profession” was 
produced on Wednesday, does nothing to explain why Mr. Shaw's highly 
moral -even didactic play was banned by the Censor for twenty years. 
Its cthical standard is lofty, and the outspokeuness of its dialogue is by 
no means romarkable in these days. Perhapsit is that the ears of Mrs. 
Grundy are less offended by the leering innucndoes of the” Mayfair” school 
than hy the honest facing of a problem familiar to everyone. Anyway, 
the Lord Chamberlain has at last relented, and this extraordinarily 
clever combination of moral thesis and strong drama may now. be 
seen by the public at large. It is not likely to do them much harm |! 
The pley ts. in essentials, as topical to-day aswhen it wes first written. 
This being the case, it seems rather a pity to dress the play in the costume 
of 1902. It adds to the pieturesqueness of the production, but gives it a 
spurious air of the historieal. Edyth Goodall gives a clever and subtly 
drawn rendering of Mre, Warren-—the woman's vulgarity is never over- 
done. J. Pisher White is also outstandingly good as Praed. Arthur 
Bourchier’s Sir George Crofts is a little stagey and melodramatic. 

“THE MASTER.” ' 

“The Master,” producad at the “Q” on Monday, is of the stage} 
Stascy. Almost every: chara¢ter in it is an old friend, a constantly | 
recurring figure behind the footlights. So familiar are the characters | 
that one is liable to forget the fact that in real lifé (fortunately) such } 
people don’t exist. The play is amusing enongh; it is, with certain 
lapses, well constructed ; but the life it portrays and the code of cthics it 
excmplifies are thoso of another world. A great artist who can paint only 
under the inspiration of his wife, to whom he is consistently unfaithful, 
leaves her for another girl, bat finds that ‘his art suffers. The 
abandoned wife, who was hoping for divorce and happiness with another 
man, is therefore obliged (why”®) to return to ber husband. The latte 
resumes his career of art and infidelity, the wife continues to put up with 
it, and the status quo is resumed. Well, well! Cecily Byrne gives : 
pleasing performance as the wife, and Edmund Willard puts so much 


power into his rendering of the husband as almost to galvanise that 
puppet inte life.

MUSIC OF THE WEEK. 

On Wednesday evening in last week, Miss Marjorie Clarke-Jervoise 
pave US a Very interesting evening at the A-olian Hall, with recitations in 
French and English. She began with a piece by Thenard called " Le | 
Monde.” which was a clever characterisation of a dinner party followed 
by some amusing chatter among the ladies in the drawing room. while 
the men related feces histoires droles in the dining room. This was followed 
by the Orchard scene from Shakespeare's “ Romeo and Juliet ~— which 
she made a little artificial by over-intensification—a group of smalies 
works inclnding a beautifal miniature by John Mansfield, ** Watching by a 
Sick Bed.” and ftinally Hans Anderson's. fairy tale, “The Prince in 
Disguise.” This latter was spoken toa musical accompaniment which 
ereated little effect save irritation and detracted from Miss Clarke 
Jervoise's excellent performance. For most of us the best thing of the even. 
ing was the beantiful voice of Mr. Roy Henderson who assisted Miss Clarke 
Jervoise. His singing in Bach's “Good fellows be Merry,” showed sound 
training and perfect taste besides a wonderfully tuneful voice.

When a new Israelite is born we pray that he may grow up to the 
Zorah, to the Chupah (the wedding canopy), and to good decds, We 
ask three blessings for hin, that he may be a good Jew, a good hus. 
band and a good man, ‘This three-fold blessing really expresses ideas 
which Il set forth the other day when I summarised my conception of 
the “ best traditions of Judaism andthe Jewish people.” They embrace 
the whole of Jewish life—service of God, love of home, and service of 
fellow-man. 


THE PRIESTLY BLESSING. 

There is, of corrse, another Jewish blessing more generaliy used, 
the formula with which Aaron and his sons, “the holy people, 
invoked the divine favour on Israel: “May the Lord bless you and 
preserve you, taay the Lord turn the light of His countenance upon 
you and be gracious unto you; may the Lord lift up His countenance 
upon you and grant you peace.” It is a beautiful set of words, and is 
a benediction adopted not only in the synagogue but also in the 
‘churches, lnever hear it without a strange emotion. It has a holy 
sound. ‘There is music init. It scatters fragrance like the incense 
burnt upon the alter. It seems to open the gates of heaven so that the 
light around the divine throne streams down. It breathes tenderness 
and protection and tranquility. [t smoothes away the furrows of care. 
it lifts the load of trouble. ltremember once being in a continental 
synagegue and hearing a great crowd of Cohanim pronounce the 
blessipg with a strange chant before the final word of ¢ach section. It 
sounded to me as if they were climbing, with those vocal cadences, a 
ladder leading Godward to fetch down some precious gift to those 
hanging upon the melodious sound, and when the final Shalom was 
uttered with a note of triumph it really seemed as if peace had 
descended upon all that holy congregation. When the ceremony of 
Duchan can produce such sensations, how foolish are those congrega- 
tions that would abolish this beautiful and time-honoured a ceremonial !
